Claim Objections 

Claims 3-6, 9-17, 19-24, 26-30 and 37 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative 
5 only and/or cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01(n). 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
10 so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-26 and 28-38, drawn to a mutein of a BMP, a nucleic acid molecule 
encoding a mutein of a BMP, a method of making a mutein of a BMP and a method of using a 
15 mutein of a BMP. 

Group II, claim(s) 27, drawn to an antibody that binds a mutein of a BMP. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 11 do not relate to a single general inventive concept under
